EXECUTED AT PRISON 
FOR "DEFEATIST" PLOT

intelligence with the enemy, was ex- 
ecuted at Sante prison at 7 'o'clock 
this morning. 


Pierro Lenoir was the tliird per- 
son, to be executed on charges aris- 
ing- out of attempts made by German 
agents 
to 
conduct 
a 
"defeatist" 
campaign in France 
in 1915 
anri 
1916. The others who met death as 
a result of revelations made ag-alnst 
them were. Bolo 
Pasha, 
executed 
April 17, 1918, and M. Duval, who 
faced the firing- squad July 17, 191S. 
Lenoir, .who as a young man had 
led an idle and dissolute life, came 
into public notice early in 1918 when 
the arrest of Senator Humbert, own- 
er of th'e Paris Journal, was follow- 
ed by charges ag-alnst several men 
who'were alleged to have acted as 
agents at-the Germans in buying the 
newspaper from 
M. Humbert. 
It 
was shown early in the Investigation 
that Lenoir had paid M. Humbert 
large sums of money which he had 
received from Germans and that Le- 
noir had received a commission of 
about -J200,000 for his work. -The 
money handled by Lenoir came Into 
Vrance by the way of Switzerland, a 
German affont named Schocller act- 
ing for Germany in that country. 
Lenoir was doomed to death -May 


S, I S I S , and desperate, but futile, ef- 
forts were made to gain a commu- 
tation o£ his sentence. 
Lenoir was 
removed to Sante prison after what 
appeared to be his last chance for 
life had vanished, but on September 
19, last, when the firing squad was 
in position and all preparations for 
his execution had been made, his life 
was spared for a time In a most dra- 
matic manner.

currency are therefore adequately se- 
cured. The idea that our currency is 
inuated in the sense of being unsound^

there can be no such thing as an in- 
flated currency. 
To -get the facts definitely -in mind 


it may be said that money in circula- 
tion means money, in existence In the 
United States outside of the treasury. 
and the federal i-eserve banks. 
Tills 


is the money in the possession of -the 
people and used for the transaction 
of business. 
Circulation, Is Increased^ 


On the first of July, 1914, just be- 


fore 
the 
war 
broke; there 
was 


53119203,610 working in this way. 
On April 1, 1917, on the eve of- our 
entrance into the conflict, there was 
$4 100 986,000 in circulation, an in- 
crease' of more than half a billion. 
On December 1, 1918, which may be 
taken as a date near the termination 
of hostilities, there was $5;119,9S5,- 
000 in circulation — a cold, increase of 
a billion dollars for the war period. 
Eight 'months later tho amount had 
shrunk to $4,790,890,000. 
So, as a 
matter of fact, there is about one- 
third more currency in circulation 
than there was in 1914, and one-sixth 
more than there was in 1917. 
The first point that the 
treasury 


makes 
is 
that 
these 
increased 
amounts of currency, under .existing 
circumstances; are not inflations. The 
United States is a growing concern 
and an increase should be expected. 
Added to the- normal increase is the 
logical increase necessary in carrying 
on a greatly increased amount of 
business. 
The amount, of currency 


necessary should be greater each 
year, and especially 1n active years. 
Furthermore, if , prices and . wages 
ris", 
from 
whatever 
cause, 
the 
amount of currency, under the pres- 
ent system, has got- to rise to keep 
up with them. . If a man were oper- 
ating- a paint shop and working 10 
employes in 191fe, and paying: them 
an average of $20' a week, he would 
have required $200 on a Saturday 
night. Today he -pays these men J30 
a week -and requires $300 in cash.

wherever you live, the bulk of money 
that is necessary .for you to use. is 
"•"reater than it used to 
be.

nation must be greater than it used 
to be. 
The amount of currency, say 


treasury officials, has /not increased 
to a greater extent 'than, is necessary 
to take care of changed conditions. 
Having presented' these facts 
to 


controvert the claim that the cur- 
rency is inflated, treasury 
officials 


step boldly forth -with the secoml 
claim. 'They state that there will 
never be any inflation of currency in 
this country, that the United States 


has finally worked out arid demon- 
strated the effectiveness of a cur- 
rency system-.which is truly flexible. 
They state that this is a goal toward 
which this nation has been struggling 
since the day of George Washington. 


The conditions under which the 


federal reserve banks issue currency 
is the answer to the riddle. 
When 


the cotton picking- season is on in the 
country around Houston, Texas, 
a 
irrcat deal of cash is necessary for 
plantation 
payrolls. Kvery 
farmer 
takes a neaflittle package out ot the 
hank. 
The local bank knows that 


this demand is coming. H is a mem- 
ber of the federal reserve system, it 
has a deposit of gold at the district 
reserve bank at Dallas.

SAYS RELIEF WORKER 


New Tork, Oct. 24.—"Poland is a 
land where the children no longer 
play."

Pate, U. S. A., who had charge of -the 
children's work for the 
American 


Relief 
administration 
in Warsaw, 
summed up his story of the day-by- 
day existence and needs of the little 
folks in the saddest country of all 
Europe. 
He has just returned from months 


of activity abroad to enlist the co- 
operation of various relief organiza- 
tions' in the raising of about $5,000,- 
000 with which to clothe 1,000,000 
youngsters sufficiently to keep 
from 


freezing this winter.

Just a word about the youthful 
foster-father of a family larger than 
the Old Woman of the 
Shoe .'ever 
dreamed of.

Constantinople, Oct. 28.—Major- 
General -Harbord of the 
American 


mission to Armenia, was congratu- 
lated upon his arrival here on his 
escape from capture by bandits near 
Mount Ararat, while the mission was 
returning- to Erivan. Part of the mis- 
sion was attacked and held prison- 
ers for a few hours by Khurds, .Tar- 
tars and Turks. - 
The attack came while the caravan 


was proceeding: through the valley 
of the Araxes. 
General Harbord's 
car had reached the plain leading1 to 
Erivan before the attack was made. 


The original reason for the attack 


appears to be -that bands .who are 
warring on the Armenians doubted 
the nationality 
of the 
Americans. 


After the bandit chiefs had assured, 
themselves that their prisoners were 
really Americans, 
they were 
re- 


leased, .their automobiles 
restored, 
and most of their property which 
had been stolen was given back to 


The chiefs declared they 'desired 


peace, but asserted that peace was 
possible only if some strong- outside 
power intervened.' They ; expressed 
the fear that thousands would die of 
starvation this winter owing to un- 
settled conditions in Armenia.
